A NEW state of the art RSPB Wild Wey¬ 
mouth Discovery Centre has opened at 
Radipole Lake. 

The centre has undergone major refur¬ 
bishment to become a dedicated informa¬ 
tion and advice point, welcoming visitors 
and showcasing wildlife on the reserve, at 
its sister site at Lodmoor and throughout 
the borough. 

Among the fantastic new features at the 
centre are screens showing video and live 
footage of the reserve’s wildlife, informa¬ 
tion boards and large reserve maps, full- 
length blackboards detailing forthcoming 
events and reserve sightings and im¬ 
promptu art work. 

There is also a coffee shop with indoor 
and patio seating, a customer toilet with 
baby changing facilities and improved ac¬ 
cess for disabled people. There will also 
be free wi-fi access so visitors can surf the 
web. 

New boardwalks have been installed out 
on the reserve and, along with upgraded 
footpaths, they are all wheelchair and 
pushchair accessible, leading to raised 
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viewing platforms and giving bird’s eye 
views into otherwise hidden areas of the 
reedbeds, ditches and open water. There 
is also a new storytelling and picnic area 
with wonderfully carved wildlife-themed 
wooden seating. 

Centre manager Michelle Williams said: 
“We believe the new facilities and family 
trail will give our visitors the best possible 
experience they can have of our beautiful 
Weymouth Wetlands. 

“It is really exciting, completely differ¬ 
ent, and it gives us much more flexibility 
while the new family trail and boardwalks 
around the reserve have gone down a 
treat.” 

“The place is much more interactive and 
people will be able to get involved in all 
sorts of ways, whether it’s drawing their 
own pictures of the wildlife they’ve seen 
up on the blackboards, watching the nest

Community stunned by loss of fishermen 


WEYMOUTH is in mourning after the fish¬ 
ing boat, Purbeck Isle, with three men on 
board sank off Portland. 

The body of skipper David McFarlane, 34, 
was found 24 hours after the search started 
last Thursday. 

Fellow crew members Jack Craig, 22, and 
Robert Prowse, 20, are still missing and 
Portland Coastguard's Mark Rodaway said 
that there was no hope now that the two 
fishermen could be found alive. 

Those last remaining hopes were dashed 
when an object discovered by survey ship 
Odyssey Explorer 160ft down on the sea 
bed ten miles off Portland was later identi¬ 
fied as being the wreck of the Purbeck Isle.

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CHEF Tony Morraffa has worked in catering for 
more than three decades and has run the Country 
Kitchen in Weymouth for the past two years. But 
it was his conversion of Bridport's Cafe Royal into 
a 1950s themed diner that caught the public's 
imagination. 

He has described refurbishing the building as 
"like opening a can of worms" but successfully re¬ 
opened the iconic local landmark a month ago. 

Originally from Leicester, the 47-year-old has 
lived in Weymouth for 20 years and makes the 
hour-long round trip to Bridport daily to run his 
new venture. 


■ WHEN did you start in the restaurant business? 

I’ve been working in kitchens since I was 15-years- 
old. I started as a kitchen porter, which in those days 
was just a pot washer, and worked my way up. I 
trained as a chef when I was 18-years-old and since 
then I’ve cooked in pubs, hotels, restaurants, all kinds 
of places. 

■ WHAT made you take on the Cafe Royal? 

It’s always been a dream of mine to run a 50s style 
cafe. Then one day someone was selling some equip¬ 
ment at the Cafe Royal and I came down to have a 
look at it. After that I’ve always quite fancied having 
the place. The news of somebody leaving it gave me 
the idea of taking it on and doing something with it. 

■ WHAT'S your fascination with the 1950s? 

I have always had an interest in the period. The music, 
the style, it was just a way of life I suppose. It was 
something I didn’t experience first hand -1 was bom 
in the sixties - but my parents were very much into the 
music and the style sort of rubbed off on me if you 
like. I was always hearing Buddy Holly, The Big Bop- 
per, The Everly Brothers, music like that. 

■ HOW did you go about designing the interior 
of the cafe? 

I had a rough idea of what I was going to do with the 
place before I started. I had photographs of American 
diners, things I had seen online. The old HMV record 
player on the counter I got from the attic in my mum’s 
house. The hubcaps you see on the wall, I’d already 
collected. I’ve been collecting them for years and I’ve 
got around 60 now. People come into the cafe to pho¬ 



tograph them. My favourite is the Oldsmobile - it’s 
from the 50s and is the oldest one I have. A lot are 
American. The Chevrolet ones are from a vehicle I ac¬ 
tually drove. 

■ RUNNING two restaurants takes a lot of work. 
What motivates you? 

I’ve just got the ambition and drive to expand and do 
that kind of thing. I’d like to do more. Obviously I’ve

got to see how the Cafe Royal goes, but I’m confident 
it’s going to make money, so eventually when another 
premises comes up similar to this one, then who 
knows, I might look into it. It was a lot of work to re¬ 
furbish this place but at the end of the day it’s what 
you put into something that gives you your returns 
back. The more you put in, the more you get back. 

■ EVER want a break? 

Yeah, I need one. I work seven days a week. I haven’t 
had a holiday for four years. My last project, the 
Country Kitchen in Weymouth, took two years to get 
where it is today and now I’ve taken this on. I’m just 
a bit of a workaholic I suppose and I’m doing quite 
well to stay on my feet sometimes. I don’t really have 
any hobbies apart from cooking and music. 

■ HOW important is music to you? 

It’s very important. I’d like to turn the Cafe Royal into 
a bit of a music venue if I could. If there are people 
into music like rhythm & blues, rock n’ roll or any 
music from that era, I’d like to get them here. I’ve had 
a band play here already and it’s been really good. 
Also I’ve played guitar since I was 14, on and off. I’ve 
got an electric guitar, a nice old Fender Strat. I’ve 
thought about bringing it down and hanging it up 
somewhere but it’s quite expensive and I don’t really 
want it getting clattered. 

■ WHAT do you like about living in the Dorset? 

It’s the beautiful countryside. My mum’s lived in Port¬ 
land for 25, 30 years, and I’ve been in Weymouth 20, 
so it’s my home now. I went back to Leicester not so 
long back and when I got off at the main bus station 
in the centre of town, it just didn’t seem like home at 
all any more. It was just a different place really. 

■ WHO are your heroes? 

Elvis Presley, no question. Marylin Monroe, obvi¬ 
ously. And Diana Dors, when she was younger.

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Jewish community to be 
revived in Weymouth 


PLANS are being made 
to set up the first centre 
for Weymouth and Port¬ 
land’s Jewish community 
since the Second World 
War. 

Temporary synagogues 
were arranged at nearby 
wartime military bases 
but there has been noth¬ 
ing like it for nearly 70 
years. 

Now Lord Morris Men¬ 
doza of the Studio Guest¬ 
house on Dorchester 
Road, who lost most of 
his family in the Holo¬ 
caust, plans to change all 
that. 

He said: “We celebrated 
the Festival of Passover 
here with 17 local Jews 
and the feeling was that 
we needed a local centre 
for the Jewish commu¬ 
nity in the South Dorset 
area. 

“We don’t want a syna¬ 
gogue because we feel it 
would be too Jewish! 
What we do want is 
somewhere to meet and 
socialise and a place 
where our Jewish rela- 
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tives and friends can 
come and socialise as 
well. 

“I plan to use my guest¬ 
house as the basis of such 
a centre and I also have 
support for this from 
Olympic leaders who 
have said how nice it will 
be to have somewhere 
for Jewish Olympic ath¬ 
letes and officials to go 
and relax. 

“Many will be coming 
from Florida and others 
from France and Ger¬ 
many and right across 
Europe. 

“Pig on a plate will not 
be offered but smoked 
salmon and our own free 
range eggs will be be¬ 
cause we are strictly veg¬ 
etarian and fish is an 
exception.” 

Lord Mendoza added 
that the guesthouse has a 
large secluded rear gar¬ 
den complete with mar¬ 
quee which can cater for 


60 people which would 
provide a facilty for both 
small and large gather¬ 
ings of Jewish people 
and their friends. 

He said: “I envisage 
doing a number of barbe¬ 
cues with an occasional 
abbreviated Friday night 
religious service. 

“This is the Jurassic 
Coast and this area has 
the oldest synagogues in 
the country, so it is per¬ 
haps fitting that a Jewish 
community is being re¬ 
vived in Weymouth be¬ 
cause such communities 
no longer live in big 
cities and towns. 

“I believe that Wey¬ 
mouth has a great future 
as a forward thinking 
town. It has so many nat¬ 
ural assets that appeal to 
sensible people with 
some of the most beauti¬ 
ful architecture you 
could wish to see while 
Portland has such a sense 



of atmosphere. 

“A Jewish community 
will thrive in such sur¬ 
roundings. We have made 
a start and we will build 
on that.”

Searchers had been 
hoping that the missing 
men might somehow 
have been on board the 
vessel's life raft, but in¬ 
vestigations found it still 
attached to the wreck. 

Loss of the three fish¬ 
ermen has stunned the 
seaside community and 


tributes were led by 
Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Mayor and May¬ 
oress Graham and Mary 
Winter who laid flowers 
on Weymouth's harbour 
wall at the Purbeck Isle's 
mooring. 

Mr Winter said: "This 
incident is a tragedy for 
the town and our 


thoughts are with the 
crew's families." 

The stricken fishing 
vessel had left harbour 
to whelk, but it could 
not be contacted for 
several hours and a 
search was launched at 
6pm on May 17th when 
it had failed to return to 
Weymouth. 
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The Coastguard heli¬ 
copter based at Portland 
searched fishing 

grounds, lifeboats from 
Weymouth and Lyme 
Regis joined the search 
as did the type 42 de¬ 
stroyer HMS York, the 
Royal Fleet Auxiliary 
Wave Ruler and the US 
Navy supply vessel 2nd 
Lt John P Bobo while the 
National Coastwatch In¬ 
stitution at Portland Bill 
also tried to locate the 
men. 

Mr McFarlane's body 
was found a day later 
and the general search 
was called off last Satur¬ 
day (May 19th) after the 
life raft was found and 
coastguards said there 
was no hope of finding 
them alive.

No Excuse team continue to catch 
careless and inconsiderate drivers 


A WOMAN caught doing 44mph on a 
30mph road at Littlemoor, Weymouth, 
told police she had just been keeping 
up with the flow of traffic....despite 
being the only car on the road! 

It was just the latest example in a cat¬ 
alogue of comments which has as¬ 
tounded officers on the Force's "no 
excuse" team tackling the problem of 
bad and inconsiderate drivers. 

They processed another 957 offences 
in March to bring the total of offenders 
in the first quarter to 4,067. 

Safety cameras accounted for 2,079 
offences with the rest being officer is¬ 
sued tickets including 250 for distrac¬ 
tion offences such as using a mobile 
phone, taking photos and using an iPod 
while driving. 


No Excuse project manager Brian 
Austin said:"We are continually amazed 
at the thought processes of some of the 
bad and inconsiderate drivers on 
Dorset's roads. 

"Although the 'no excuse' message is 
widely known in Dorset, nationally and 
even internationally, we still have driv¬ 
ers travelling on our roads that show 
time and again that they have no con¬ 
cern for other road users and pedestri¬ 
ans. 

"The Dorset Road Safe partners will 
continue to make full use of the 'no ex¬ 
cuse'team, traffic officers, safer neigh¬ 
bourhood teams, safety camera vans 
and the responsible drivers using our 
roads to catch those that think the law 
does not apply to them."

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Charity pedaller on his way 

Charles aims to cycle from Land's End to John O'Groats

A FATHER of two is tackling a gruelling 978- 
mile trip from Land’s End to John O’Groats for 
two charities. 

Charles McCaig, 50, of Wyke Regis, Weymouth, 
set off from Lands’ End a few days ago and hopes 
to complete his marathon ride on Tuesday, May 
29th, the day before his 51st birthday. 

Charles told the View. “I work as a criminal jus¬ 
tice drug worker, often coming into contact with 
chaotic drug users. 

“Over the past couple of years I have taken up an 
interest in cycling due to a group of us deciding 
to raise funds for the Royal National College for 
the Blind in Hereford, a college that my daughter 
Stefanie used to attend because she is registered 
blind. 

“Since my last charity ride almost two years ago 
it has been my intention to complete another 
charity event and over the past year I gave a great 
deal of thought to the event and what charities 
should be involved. 

“It became apparent that Lands’ End to John O’¬ 
Groats was my ultimate challenge. 

“The charities were always going to be Deafblind 
UK and Julia’s House because of their distinctive 
roles with the dual disability of Deafblind and 
Julia’s House being Dorset’s only children’s hos¬ 
pice. 

“I am cycling alone with my wife and daughters 
in a support car and I hope to complete the ride 
in 11 days which is an average of just under 90 
miles per day.” 

Before he set off Charles had intensified his train¬ 
ing, being in the gym five days a week, cycling 
most days and losing 2kg in weight in the last 
month. 

He said: “I want to raise the profile of my cycle 
ride and hopefully increase the opportunity of 
raising sponsorship funds for these extremely 
worthwhile charities.”

cams and other footage, 
doing a spot of pond-dip- 
ping and finding out about 
‘what lurks beneath’, or 
holding their own commu¬ 
nity events at the picnic 
area.” 

Weymouth Wetlands in¬ 
formation officer Luke 
Phillips said: “We have 
opened the whole place up 
because we wanted it to be 
multi-functional, but peo¬ 
ple will still be able to just 
go for a stroll and get much 
better views of wildlife 
such as warblers and wild¬ 
fowl and some of our 
iconic birds including 
bearded tits, marsh harri¬ 
ers, kingfishers and hope¬ 
fully even bitterns. 

“We’ll also be holding 
more in-depth events in¬ 
cluding educational ses¬ 
sions for schools and 
community groups where 
people can learn about the 
ecology of the reserves and 
about habitats and wildlife 
in other parts of Weymouth 
and Portland.”

It has been three 
years in the planning and 
the result is something vis¬ 
itors and residents are re¬ 
ally going to love.”

Volunteers needed 
to protect little terns 


RSPB Dorset is appealing for volunteers 
to help with a very special conservation 
project on Chesil Beach. 

Staff need help to protect a breeding 
colony of little terns which is the only one 
of its kind in the south west. 

These small, graceful seabirds, which 
migrate from west Africa each spring, 
were once numerous but over the past 
100 years have suffered huge declines na¬ 
tionally and now, despite signs of recov¬ 
ery, still number only around 2,400 pairs. 

Wardens are needed at the Ferrybridge 
site on the edge of Weymouth to take 
shifts guarding the birds and their eggs 
and the chicks when they hatch, 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week. 

The main threats are predators such as 
hedgehogs, foxes and crows as well as ac¬ 
cidental trampling or disturbance by hu¬ 
mans. 

RSPB species protection officer John 
Dadds said: “After many years of decline, 
the last two years have seen the best pro¬ 
ductivity ever at this colony 
with 18 breeding pairs pro¬ 
ducing 12 fledglings last 
year. 

“Much of this success is 
down to the time and effort 
put in by RSPB staff and 
dedicated volun¬ 
teers applying 
management 
techniques successfully 
used at Great Yarmouth in 
Norfolk.”

tie Tern Recovery Project are already in 
place and wardening facilities have been 
greatly improved with a purpose-built 
hide replacing the tiny fisherman’s tent 
used last year. 

John is hoping that the improved facili¬ 
ties will encourage more people to volun¬ 
teer their time to watch over the birds and 
protect them from the impact of distur¬ 
bance and predation. 

He added: “Apart from the shelter and 
the comfort it provides, the hide is also 
situated just a few metres from the colony 
and provides fantastic views of the terns 
nesting, which most people only get to 
see from hundreds of metres away.”

Watch out for the liquid drought 


HOW fortunate for us that the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency has announced that 
Dorset has been removed from the 
country’s drought area. 

Without their benevolence we 
might have missed the change be¬ 
cause there have been so few signs of 
recent wet weather unless you count 
the spate of drownings and all the 
boats being built in people’s gardens. 

In six weeks Weymouth and Port¬ 
land went from temperatures up to 
75F (that’s 24C in new money) with 


ground baked like iron to tempera¬ 
tures in the low 40s (7-8C) and 
ground transformed to the consis¬ 
tency of porridge. 

Day after day people went round 
heads bowed under umbrellas, bat¬ 
tered by downpours not seen since 
Noah was around packing them in 
two by two.
